With Weird Dance 


Tueson, Ariz., April 19.—Weird- 

looking Yaqui tribesmen gathered at 
the ancient village of Pasqua, began 
their sacred Easter tribal dances at 
dawn today in a desert stillness 
broken only by their mystic chanting 
and the rhythmic beat of rattles and 
tom toms. 
Until Easter the dance goes on, ex- 
haustion being the only cause for a 
redskin to drop from the dancing col- 
umns twirling to the strains of semi- 
barbaric music. 

Odd shaped head dresses are worn 
by the dancers, and rattles adorn the 
ankles. Feathered batons flaunt from 
the hands of the whirling group. 
Squaws and young braves joined the 
dances with the tribesmen—many of 
them from Mexico and the others from 
various parts of Arizona. 

The dance, observed annually by the 
Yaquis, is > picturesque mingling of 
pagan and Christian rites, portraying 
the passion of Christian and Indian 
versions. Christ’s betrayal, the trial 
before Pilate and the road to Calvary 
all are pictured in the dance. according 
to the Yaqui version. With these 
ceremonies is mingled the custom of 
tLeir pagan fathers which has been 
carried out for more than 300 years.

The battle in progress over the se- 
lection of Herriot’s successor merely 
is a preliminary to the mighty strug- 
gle coming on between the chamber 
and the senate. The left majority re- 
mains in the chamber, stern and de- 
fiant, despite Herriot’s defeat. That 
majority intends to rebuke the senate 
in one of two ways. It hopes either 
to compel the upper house to accept | 
another socialist premier, with the 
same backing Herriot had, perhaps 
even Herriot himself, or it will seek 
a dissolution and carry its case to the 
country.

HERRIOT TOOK OFFICE 
UPON MAY 14, 1924. 

Edouard Herriot assumed the pre 
miership of France on May 14, 1924, 
when the victory of the left bloe in 
the elections smothered Raymond 
Poincare’s party of the right. Her- 
riot’s ascension to the post of pre- 
mier was the culmination of his life 
ambition. 

Having ousted Poincare from the 
leadership of the French government, 
the radical socialist landslide alse 
brought about the removal of Alex- 
andre Millerand from the presidency 
of the French republie. 

During his. tenure of office of 
almost a year. M. Herriot had been 
confronted with a more or less mud- 
dled state of foreign affairs, be- 
queathed him by the Poincare gov- 
ernment. The pivot of his announced 
foreign policy was world peace. It 
was his belief this could best be at- 
tained by faithful adherence to the 
covenant of the League of Nations, 

Aided Upon Reparations. 

One of his greatest achievements 
was in aiding in the settlement of 
the German reparations question. By 
his conciliatory attitude, he was in- 
strumental in putting into effect the 
Dawes plan. At the London confer- 
ence, he effected an agreement for 
the evacuation of the Ruhr. It was 
through his efforts that thousands of 
Germans, imprisoned by the French 
in the Ruhr for passive resistan?. 
were released and he also permitted 
the return to the Ruhr and the Rhine- 
land of Germans who had been ex- 
iled by the allied military authori- 
ties. 

Mr. Herriot was firm 
termination that Germany should 
carry out the Versailles treaty. Lar 
ticularly, he insisted on Germany's 
disarming. This matter is still pend- 
ing. The inter-allied military com- 
mission, headed by Marshal Foch. 
has delayed final report upon the 
question, pending the outcome of the 
“security pact” negotiations, which 
now appear to have reached the stage 
of success, since M. Herriot recently 
agreed to the project of Austen 
Chamberlain, the British foreign sec- 
retary, for a five-power peace pact, to 
include. Germany. Herriot’s only 
condition to the pact was that Ger- 
many become a member of the League 
of Nations. 

Signed Lausanne Treaty. 

The Lausanne treaty, establishing 
peace between ‘Turkey and the allies, 
was ratified by the French parlia- 
ment at the behest of M. Herriot. 
He also brought about French recog- 
nition of sovfet Russia last October. 

In an address before the League of 
Nations in Geneva last September, 
M. Herriot laid what he considered 
the foundation for world peace. The 
gist of his remarks was for compul- 
sory arbitration and security for force 
under the Geneva protocol. | The

Washington, April 10.—French fi- 
naneial difficulties, which have culmi- 
nated in the resignation of Premier 
Herriot, make the collection of the 
24 000,000,000 war debt owed to this 
government moré@ remote than ever.

Authorities here say that France ts 
in the first atage of exactly the same 
sort of paper inflation that sent Ger- 
many into bankruptcy.

Watch Moves Carefully. 

This government is watching de- 
velopments with friendly interest be- 
esuse of the large American stake in- 
volved. ‘There are suggestions from 


private financial experts that France 
rveds to apply some sort of Dawes 
vlan to herself—some sort of balanc- 
ine of expenditures with. revenues. 
While many officials of the govern- 
vent privately also hold this. view, 
there is great reluctance to make any 


official suggestions at this time. 

At the white house, it was said on 
behalf of the president that the resig- 
nation of Premier Herriot was a na- 
tural sequel to the French financial 
difficulties. The president’s spokes- 
man paid the retiring premier a com- 
piient on his work in ery about a 
reparations settlement with Germany. 
That, it was said, was a real accom- 
plishment in which the retiring pre- 
mier can justly take a great deal of 
satisfaction. 

Exact Status Unknown. 
The exact state of France's finances 


are unknown here, but the fact that! 
some °2,000,000,000 paper francs have’ 
been printed in excess of the author- 
jzed amount is regarded as significant. 
‘The cardinal principle of a balanced 
budget—the equalizing of revenue and 
eapenditures—has been ignored. The 
French government is notoriously load- 
ed with civil employees, and French 
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necessary to a tage this expensive 
bureaucracy. result been 
excessive printing of paper money and 
the consequent decline in the ralue 
of the franc. 

Every time the franc declines a cent 
in value, the problem of paying French 
debts here grows more difficult. as 
these debts must be paid in American 
£o.0. 

Moratorium Necessary. 

Even before the present difficulties 
pscame apparent, there was a feeling 
here that France would have to be 
s:lowed a moratorium or breathing 
spell before she could begin to pay 
off the war obligation to America.

But in view 
of recent developments, longer time 
may be needed.

will be necessary to issue script for 
at Jeast half of November salaries, | 
which means that salaries for all of ! 
December and half, or possibly all of 
November, amounting to between 
$300,000 and $400.000, will be car- 
ried over until 1926. 

The step also means lopping a num- 
her of empleyees off the rolls immedi- 
ately, and draining every apportion- 
ment of practically every cent not 
peeded to. pay contracts already made. 

By transferring a sufficient amount 
to make up the salaries account, the 
board has insured building of the 
Hoke Smith school, but board mem- 
bers state that other accounts have 
been drained to sych an extent that 
there is not sufficient money left to 
cperate through the year. 

According to statements at Friday s 
meeting, the board is anticipating a 


larger apportionment from city council 
when the city finance sheet is re-

Cuts Will Be Made. 

The cuts were so drastic that, if 
the board approves the action, it will 
mean that all but five employees of 
ine shops will be dropped April 15 


and one-third of the present panitor 
force cut off the pay rolls on the same 
date, 

It also means that some accounts. 
namely, light, power, telephone and 
others absolutely necessary for opera- 
tion of the department. were cut so 
deeply, that there is not a sufficient 
amount left to operate through De- 
cember. 

With all slashes in apportionments, 
the amount needed for _ salaries 
through November still is approxi- 
mately $100,000 short, and the only 


course suggested is issuing of script 
in lieu of checks for November sal- 
aries. It already has been decided 
definitely that December pay rolls will 
be carried over until next January. 
Effect of Script Issue. 

Issuance of script would mean that 
teachers and other employees of the! 
school department would be 
what is practically the same 
promissory note.

“But is culture with them entirely 
taboo? Do you ever come in contact 
with young men who ean converse?

So, when their 
only themes are sports, automobiles, 
money, and success, what conclusion 


}are you obliged to draw? 


“Yes, I know competition is, keen 
and the pressure of making a living is 
great. But is ‘success’ all? 

“Do we really want to be a nation 
of Babbitts? 

“Are we getting anywhere if we are 
merely a nation of specialists? 

“The one-track mind—yes, it is apt 
to ‘get there.’ But it has only one 
direction. Does that man live a com- 
plete life who does not adventure oc- 
casionally off the main road of his 
earning a living into ‘the pleasant 
lanes of beauty? the beauty open only 
to a cultivated mind? 

“That life is best rounded, is-most 
compensating to all concerned, which 
most completely develops all its re- 
soubces Of brain and talent and taste.”

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HAT this observer said came right. 


on. top of the publication of the 
annual report of the Carnegie. founda- 
tion by its president, Dr. Henry S. 
Pritchett, who deplored the fact that 
the outside activities of college life so 
far outshadow the _ intellectual ife. 
Especially, said this expert on educa- 
tional problems, do athletics, a good 
thing in themselves, become an abuse 
when they are allowed to dominate 
college interest. 
ITH this double-barreled empha- 
sis on an important social con- 
dition we were ourself on the verge of 
viewing with alarm, when our confi- 
dence was brought back with a rush 
by the glee club of the University of 
North Carolina. 

We beard them sing at Grove Park 
Inn and when we looked around and 
realized that their audience was made 
up largely of northern and western 
people—the tourist element of the 
spring season in Asheville—we. were 
glad, because “‘they,”’ we said to our- 
self, “will have to carry afar the mes- 
sage of the distinctive note sounded 
by this particular group of college 
youth.” 

“PF DID not know you bad anvthing 
like that down here,” said one tour- 
ist, with considerable naivete. 

We had not known it ourself, 
we did not say so. 

HE two most significant things 

about the glee club are these: 

That the club shows a fine initia- 
tive; it has struck out of the beaten 
track of the mere tunefulness of tra- 
ditional glee club program, and the 
boys do everything from the beautiful 
oll chorals of the mediaeval church to 
rollicking sailor sengs, all difficult and 
striking things in harmonic effect. 
They have male themselves, in other 
words, a choral club of excellent qual- 
ity instead of mere glee singers. 

And then—their service to what we 
must call the folk music of the south— 
what ceuld be more understanding and 
more moving than the old negro spir- 
itual as these boys did it? 

The “tradition” of how these half 
chants should be sung? the message 
by word of mouth? Why, these boys 
get it direct. There is no mere met- 
ropolitan concert hall elegance about 
it, as far away from the real thigg 
as the concert hal] is from the cotton 
field.

“The poison necessarily must have 
been administered by subterfuge, on 
food or in medicine, and therefore it 
must have heen given by some one 
in Mrs. McClintock's close confidence, 
one of her attendants. Certainly she 
would not accept such services from 
strangers. 

“The amount of mercury found is 
in itself proof that it was not taken 
as medicine, or accidentally, or with 
suicidal intent. If that amount had 
been taken in one dgse resulting con- 
vulsions would have been sufficiently 
violent to indicate at once to the at- 
tending physician that the patient had 
been poisoned. 

“Our investigation indicates there 
were no convulsions, only a_ bloated 
condition of the body that seemed sus- 
picious and caused one witness to 
believe at the time a post-mortem 
should have been performed.” 

Dr. William D. McNally. coroner’s 
chemist, who examined the body of 
Mrs. McClintock, has not completed 
analysis of the vital organs of Dr. 
Oscar Olson, MeClintock family phys- 
ician, whose body was disinterred at 
the same time as that of Mrs. McClin- 
tock. Dr. Olson. brother of Harry Ol- 
son. municipal court chief justice and 
instigator of the inquiry into William 
MeClintock’s death. died three years 
ago. a few hours after Shepherd had 
visited him. 

Prescriptions Checked. 

Detectives checked all the medicinal 
prescriptions given. Mrs. McClintock 
during her last illness and none of 
them showed that mercury or its com- 
pounds had been contained in them. 
Search was started, following Coro- 
ner Wolff’s statement, for witnesses 
of her Jast moments.

The concession itself covered some 
000 square miles of proved or prob- 
able oil lands in northern Sakhalin. 
It was negotiated and ratified during 
the period of Japanese military occu- 
pation of that island, and is an ex- 
clusive concession so far as the de- 
fined territory is concerned. In that 
respect it similar to the conces- 
sion since granted to Japanese in- 
terests, only of « more blanket char- 
acter. 

Coupled te the Sinclair concession, 
however, are two clauses which are 
regarded by high -administration of- 
ficials as disclosing the real purpose 
of the Russian authorities in granting 
the concession. The first clause, 
which occurs in the agreement itself, 
sets out that the Far Eastern repub- 
lic retains the right to cancel the con- 
cession during the first vear “if the 
government is convinced from any 
acts or declarations of the ygovern- 
ment of the United States of Amer- 
ica that the latter will not give sup- 
port to the company in its execution 
of the said concession agreement.” 

The second clause oceurs in the 
supplemental agreement  wvnegotiated 
1922, and ratified by the 
government on January 3.

In favoring the return to congress 
of the League of Nations agreement, 
the organization believed it should be 
adopted with “amendments such as 
will be consistent with our constitu-’ 
tion and consonant with dignity and 
honor.” 

Opposition was expressed at the 
afternoon meeting to the participa- 
tion of the association in active legis- 
lative lobbying.
